EUROPEAN EXTRACTS. 


The Hampshire Courier, July 25: 





FRENCH EXPOSÉ, 
Bonaparte, after bis expulsion from 
Russia, and the consequent disasterous 
xetreat, refrained frora publishing his usual 
erpcrfof the national affairs of France, 
$or the preceding ycar, for various rcasons. 
Fe was convinced that he had nothing but 
disasters to relate, and rather tban do this, 
he remained silent. It is the opinion of 
‘many, that had he come forward boldiy, 
and stated his losses and his wants, in the 
Asual yearly document, the appeal! would 
Have done good to his cause, and the 
French whould have considered it an act 


of confiderrce which imperiously called 
on them fora return. Louis XVIII. to 
‘convince the nation of the mrischiefs 


which Bonaparte broucht on it, has just 
‘publisted the erposé of the last two years, 
‘or rather of the whole reign of (he usurper. 
„The effects of the war may be thus 
‘sumimned up:—fhe sacrifice ef hundreds 
of tliousand of human beings—destraction 
of commerce—ruin of the French navy— 
„enormous ex penditure of moncy—immense 
waste and loss of every article connected 
=_with military equipment—and the utter 
disorganizatton of the physical resources 
of France, and of the nroral habits of the 
„people. ‘Phe AZuniteur, of the 43th inst. 
„contains this document ; it was presented to 
the Legislative Body on the preceding day 
by a Commission from the King, consiste 
‘ing ef the Abbe de Montesquiou, Minister 
of the Interior, and Messrs. Dessoles and 
‘Ferrand, Ministers of State. It js 
of great leugth, occupying nearly 
‘the whole of the ‘Moriteur, with 
‘geveral additional sheets, and tables of ac= 
„count and reference; the whole furnishing 
‚an interesting view of (he actual and recent 
“situation of France. The happy change 
that has faken place, renders the considee 
„ration of the details less suaterialto us, 
being no longer important in the relative 
view of our own security and advantage; 
et (he picture is attractive, inasmuch as 
it comprehends (he recent; the present, 
and the future cifcumstances of a large 
‚portion of mankinct,-recalted from revoe 
utionary errors, recovered ffom: tbe yoke 
of a eruel tyranny, restored to regular 
order, beneath (he mild sway of a righte 
fuland paternal government, and replaced 
“on terms of reciprocal amity with other 
nations. The first section, taking a view 
of the destructive effects of the late war 
system, is instruclive as matter of history 
aud of warnings 
…‚M. L'Abbe Montesquióù.t Gentle- 
men, his Majesty, on resuming the reins 
of Government, was desirous to make 


known to his people the state in which he 
fouud France. ‘Phe cause of the misfore 
tunes which broke down our country has 
disappeared, but its effects remain, and 
for a long time further, under a Gover- 
ment which will devote itself solely toa 
reparation, France will snffer under the 
wounds inflicted by a Government which 
gave itself ap to the business of estruce 
tion. Ht is necessary, therefore, that the 
nation should be informed of the extent 
and the cause of its misfortunes, in order 
to be able to set a due value upon, and to 
second the cares which are to sooth and to 
fetrieve them. _Phus enlightened upon 
the extent and nature of the mischief, it 
will in futare be required only to parti- 
cipate in the labours and egertions of the 
King, to .re=establish what has-been dee 
stroyed, not by him5 to heal wouuds not 
inflicted by him, and to repair wrones to 
which he is a stranger, War, without 
doubt, has been the principal cause of the 
ills of France. History presented not any 
example of a great nation ineessantly 
precipitated against its will into entere 
‘prises constantly increasing in hazard and 
distress. The world has now scen with 
astonishment, mingled with terror, a civil 
ised people compelled to exchange its 
happiness and repose for the wanderiiig 
life of barbarous hordes; the ties of fa- 
milies have been broken; fathers have 
grown old far from their children; and 
children have been hurried of to die 400 
leagues from their fathers. No hope of 
return soothed this frightful separation s 
habit had -eaused it to bs regarded as 
eternal ; and the peasents of Brittany, 
after condacting their sous to the place of 
separation, have been seen to return to 
their churches to put up tor them by 
anticipation the prayers for the dead! Ìt 
is imm possible lo estimate’ the horrible con- 
sunrplion of men by the late Government; 
fatigue and sickness carried off as much 
as battle; the enterpriscs ware so vast and 
so rapid, that every thing was sacrificed 
to the desire of ensuring success; there 
Bas no regularity in the service of the- hos- 
pitals—nene in providing subsistenge on 
the marches; the brave soidiers wliose 
valour constituted the glory of Frauce, 
aid who gave incessaatly new _proois of

tbeir energy aud patience, sustaining the: 


national honour with so rouch brilnancy, 
saw thestselves deserted amidst their sufe 
ferings, ‘and abanduned, witliout- resour- 
ces, to calamities which they were unable 
to support. 'Phe goodnessof the French 
“was ìnsuficient to supply. this cruel niglie 
gence, and ievies of men, which wider 
‘other circumstances woukl have formed 
great armies, disappeared in this manner, 
without taking part in ary _engigemeat, 


Hence arose the necessity of multiplying 


levies witkout number, to replace incese 
santly by new armies the alinost total an- 
aihilatton of the armies preceding. — The 
amouut of the calls ordered since the end 
of the Russian canrpuigu is irighiful :—.

suffices to give an idea of what the 
losses of the nation must have been 
during the last 22 years. Many causes 
contributed however lo re pair (hese losses5 
the improvement of the condition of the 
inhabitants of the country by the division 
of the great landed properties, the equal 
distribution of inheritances, the progress 
of vaccination, were (he most powerful. 
It was by means of the influence of these 
causes, and by exaggerating their, success 
that efforts were made to hide from the 
nation the extent of its sacrifices. The 
greater number of men that were srnatched 
away from France, the more studiously 
was it endeavoured to prove that she court- 
ed (his frightful destruction. But even 
if the accounts placed uider view had 
been correct, the only result would have 
been, that the number of births should 
cause the number of deaths (o be regarded 
with indifferénce! But another argument 
was, ta point out in the conscriptioi itself 
a source of increasing population—an 
tnpure source which uitroduced disorder 
and inymorality into ‘marriages concluded 
“with precipitation and imprudence. Hence 
‘a multitude of unfortunate families; of 
ridiculous or indecent connections, so tnat 
‘even many meu of the people soon become 
“weâry of what they had embraced only 


to shelter themselves from the conscrip- 
tion, threw themselves once more in the 
way of the dangers they had sought to 
avoid, and offered themselves as substie 
tutes, toescape misery which they had not 
forescen, orto break ties so ilt assorted. 
How. could. they, besides, overlook the 
reflection, (hat although by multiplying 
these deplorable marriages, the conscripe 
tion should have increased the number of 
births, it took annually away from France 
a great number of those full-grown men 
who constitute the real strength of à nation. 
The facts prove clearly the truth of so 
natural a consequence. Fhe population 
umer the age of 20 years fell off, but in- 
creased bove that age. ‘Phus while the 
Government attacked the sources vof the 
national prosperity, it displayed incessante 
Iy in pompous array, those: remnants of 
resource that maintained a struggle against 
its wastelul measurés=—=itstulied to conceal 
the evil-which it did, ander the gooit, (not 
of its pro:luction) which was yet umles- 
troyed. Master of a country, where long 
labours Ead aniassed great treasures,.w hose 
civilization had made the happiest pro- 
gress, where industry and commerce had, 
tor the previous 20 years, made a wone 
derful spring; it seized all the fruits of the 
industry of so many generations, and of 
the experience’ of so many ages, at one 
(me to promote ils lamentable designs, 
and at axrother te cover the sal waste of 
its influence. FPhesinple accvuut of the 
present state of the realm will iminediate- 
ly exhibit (he inherent prosperity of the 
na'ion struggling avainst a destroying 
‘principle, incessantlyattacked, oftenstruck 
with terrible wounds, and always drawing 
from itself resources always insuticiert.”” 
[The Eopusé then proceeds to the head 
of agriculture, noticing the destruction of 
the vineyards, in coasequence of the ine 
possibility of disposing of the produce 
under the Continental systems the dete- 
rioratien of the bree! of sheep, by attempt 
ing toforce the Merino cross into too 
hasty and universal use3 the vuin of the 
breed of horses, by the extravagant coun- 
sunption of the wars; and parlicutarly 
of the last campaigns since the Ist of 
January, 1812, which were computed to 
have carried off 230.000 horses, to be 
replaced at an capeuce of 105,200,009 
frauics. The mines, to the number of 478, 
of all kinds, bad suffered. by the same 
ruincus system, but were yet in activity ; 
Gie cotton mairufacture 1s calculated to 
employ 400,0%0 souls, and a capital of 
100,699,000 francs. — The manutactures

ing to 256,000,000 francs. 'Phe marine 
Statement dweils upon the ridiculous and 
extravagant project of the gun-boats, for 
invading Engiand, built every where that 
water couid be fouid to Boat them, at a 
total expence of above 150,000,000 or 
francs, and of which not a: wreek is now 
left behind; to-this project succeeded the 
no less frantie scheme of building a vast 
navy in the Scheldt for the same purpose, 
liable to (he same ruin. All these mis- 
chicts the present Government, aided by 
the nation, will have to repair. 

° Paris, Juuv 16.=llis Majesty has not 
vet anacunced any Administration for 
Cayenne. The nomination of Victor U ughes 
as Governor, therefore, is founded on rumour. 
The use of the Napoleon Catechism has been. 
solemniy forbicdden in the departments of the 
Rhine, by the Provisional Government. The 
rame prohibition is expected to be extended 
to France. A column of English cavalry, 
consisting of 1200 men and 1300 horses, is in 
fuil march for the department of the Somme 
and (he Worth, to proceed to Brussels. ‘The 
Oracle, a paper published at Brussels, asnoun. 
ces the entrance of the Swedish army into 
Norway, after several combats. This wants 
Conâraiativn.

The King v. De Berenger, Lord Cochrane 
and others, 
The six Defendants in (his case, who yes. 
terday appeared, were brought up to-day to 
receive the judgmeut of the Court, for the

conspiracy of which they had been found 
guilty. DE 

Mr. Justice Le Blanc addressing himself ta 
the Defendants, informed tiem that they were 
called on to receive Judgement, in cousee 
quence of a couvietion under an imdictment 
for a conspiracy.— The circumstances of the 
Case were stated yesterday, in the course of 
the loug discussion wich then took place, and 
the sum of the olfence was shortly this, that 
these six Defendants, with two others. who 
did vot now appear to abide the Judgement 
of the cours, had conspired, by false reports, 
to create a poe In the Pubtic Funds of the 
countrv, and shortly to injure those persons 
wha should become purchasers on that partie 
cular day, on which the false reports were so 
circulated, Île should stortiy attend to tha 
circumstances of the case as they appeared in” 
evidence, Et was in proof that for some time 
previous to the 2lst of February last, certain 
persons had been speeulating largely in the 
fuud, and that on the diy mentioned, three 
of the Defendauts who now appeared, and 
one who did not appear, were holders of 
Stock, vr Contractors for stock, to avery 
large amounts that on Saturday before tho 
Monday on which the fraud in question was 
put in prsetice, one person had purchased 
from an Army -Âccoutrcineut Maker, the 
Dress of a Foreign Oifieer, and that on tha 
same day austher person, who turted” out to 
be one of the Defendaunts in tie prescut indicte 
ment, was seen lo bring ta his own hous, à 
parcel ‘eontaiuing Gwo.dress Hats and two 
Coats as of Foreign Ofieers. Ae. 

TPhat early on the following Monday morne 
ing the Defendant De Rerenger was sven ta 
make his'appearance ät the door of. tbe Shp 
bun, Dover; dressed as a Foreign Over, 
applying for a post “chätse and four, hatding 
himself vut as the bearer of great and fm pore 
tant news, ordering an express te be got ready 
to cuuvey intelligerce to the Port Aduiral at 
Deal; and he, the Defendant De Becenzer is 
expressly recoguized and painted aut by a 
variety of witnesses as bei. g the person Who, 
sa representing himself, was sven at an carly 
hour of (he, morning in question. at the Ship 
Inn, at Dover, sending of a Letter to Adrie 
ral Foley, which letter it was-proved by the 
Aumiral, he received, aad which wa sisned 
RK. Doburg, with an addition, importing that 
he was an Aide-de-Camd to Lord Catheart. 
From Dover this person was traced, through 
all the diëerent stages, to Datford, where he 
was again recoguized, and again tracud-from 
Dartford te Loudon; the drivers, while walke 
ing up thebill towards town, having con- 
verse wilh bim, and had opportunities of 
observing that he was dressed as he had been 
represented to be at, Dover, namely, in à red 
military coat, trimmed with: gold Face, a-grey 
military great coat, a fur cap tril with.gold 
lace, &o. On entering towù, he wished to 
get a haekney coach, but objeeted to, one 
plice where he was told he could have oùe on 
account of its too greet publicity at tha 
marsh gate 5 however, he gotsuto a hackney 
evach, and there again Bis person and dress 
were spoken to, both by the evachman. and 
„Waterman, On getting into the coscl, he 
gave orders to be driven to Grosvenor Sqüare, 
and wheo he got Grither, then desired to be 
driven to a particular heuse, being No. 13, 
Grven Street, and into this house, being (he 
house of Lord Cochrane, another of the Dee 
fendants, the hackney coachman proved bim 
to have entereil, dressed in a red coat, and a 
grey. great coat. Ou that same morning, 
another part of the plat was carried into eze 
ecaliun ata leter period of the diy, by ane 
other Defendaut, Mr. Mac Rea, not now 
present, aad by three other of the Defendents, 
now on the floor, Ilolloway, Sandoa and 
Lyte, On that morning, the inn-keeper at 
Datford received a note from Loondow, dee 
siring him tu send a chaise and four to Northe 
fect, and in that chaise and four. decorated 
with white ribbons, did those Dfendants, 
dressed in uniforms, with coekedehats and 
white coekades, drive through London, ult 
they got to the same spot as where De Ieren 
ger took his hackney coach, there they got 
vut, ând nothing more is heard of them. This 
was exactly a couuterpart of the other-scene 
which commenced its operation at Dover, 
Then, as already said, immediately on De 
Berenger’s arrival, he drives to boord Coche 
rane’s house. His Lordship not beiug at 
home, a note is sent for him, it is d livered to 
him. at Snow-hill, what it contained dil not 
appear, for it was net foctheoming, nut he 
immediately returns home, and then does De 
Berenger, with the privity and consent of 
Lord Cochrane, exchanze his military coat, 
dressed in which he had come into his oord. 
ship’s house, for a black coat cf Luord Coche 
rane’s, and his fur cap‚ fora round hat of 
his Lordship’s, and so equipped, proeeeds 
from Lord Cochrane’s house in the same coach 
in which his Lordsbip had returned home 
from Snowbill.

Hevieg ated these circumstances, 
dt niest appear singular to any one, if there 
Was no Cornection between them, that De 
Bereuger Sronid mmstantiy on bis arrival in 
town Fresi Borer, drive to bord Cochrane's 
house, shoukd pemh for hia Lordship to the 
picee, whuber te had goue upon business, 
Considered by him as of importance, that bis 
‘Los dship should immediately come to him, 
on being geut for, and then taat De Berenger 
should deive away “in the coach which had 
brousht bord Cochrane home, ard that too, 
Pra dress furnished Him by his Lordship.

— Nur was tbe burg, the bulwark and 
gleey of Britain, negiecied,eman opposite 
room betig Érled ep with naval trophies, and

Beerden the principal branches of the Royal 
Famiiy, there where present the Foreign Am- 
basators, the Minsters, the great viicets of 
State, a grest number of Forcigncrs of rank, 
anda namerous assemblagd of che Nouility 
aud persons of distinction.
